And 
our wiſe King Henry the Seventh, in marry- 
ing the Lady Elizabeth, Heireſs of the Houſe 
of Nr, ingrafted the White Roſe with the 
Red, and ſo put a Period to thoſe Civil Wars, 
which had cauſed ſo much Bloodſhed : And 
further, by marrying of his two Daughters, 
intitled his Heirs to the French Alliance, and 
Crown of Scotland (b).

5. The Bp or Concluſion, 


Now for a Mantiſſa, or Caſt on the whole ; 
we ſhall find that the beſt Furniture, and 
Decoration of our Minds, is made of the beſt 
Rules and Documents, and the good ' Exam- 
ples of wiſe Men, Does not every Thing 
naturally tend to its ultimate Perfection and 
proper End 2 And ſhall Mankind prove 
degenerate and anomalous ? Shall the beſt 
Pieces of the Creation prove the worſt and 
unſeryiceable ? God forbid, 

Let us look a little into thoſe Lights which 
God has ſet up in our Souls, let us look a lit- 
tle into the Law of Nature, of Reaſon, and 
of Moral and Religious Actions. The learn- 
ed Erotius deſeribes the Law of Nature, as

And the Roman Orator 
tells us, That the Law of Reaſon is a beau- 
tiful Law. of vaſt Extent, and Diffuſion, it 
incourages Men into Obedience with a Smile, 
and chides them out of Wickedneſs; and that 
it ſhines upon all Ages, Times, and Condi 
tions, with a perpetual Light. : 


_ Surely then we ſhould not allow ier 

to do any Thing that is inconſiſtent with our 
chief Good, and laſt End ; tis a: good End 

that crowns all. Our Reaſon: and Under- 

ſtanding, as a bright Lamp, God has placed 

in us for our Good, and for leading and gui- 
ding the Powers of our Souls, Let us ſet 

open thoſe Gates of Light, and chaſe away 

thoſe evil Images and Deluſions that ſo often 

attack us, and reſolvedly nothing to 

gain our Wills and Affections but what is "a

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And as to our Moral and Religious Actions, 
tis a true Maxim to which the rational Na- 
ture of Mankind doth neceſlarily aſſent, 
That the diſpoſing of Benefits acquires to 
the Giver a Right to command, and lays on 
the Receiver an Obligation to obey. This 
is viſible in that Dominion among Men; for 
Princes when they give Eſtates to their Sub- 
jects, ſtill they retain the Royalty, and the 
Subject is bound to acknowledge his Depen- 
dance on his Prince. | 


So Man is under a Moral Government, in- 
rich'd by his Maker with Wiſdom and Un- 
derſtanding; qualified to know and love his 
Benefactor; and as the Benefit of all redounds 
to Man: So it is his Duty to pay a juſt Tri- 
bute for all. 101-20 


We are to conſider and determine our ſelves 

out of Choice and Judgment, to obey the 
Supreme Lawgiver as moſt reaſonable, ex- 
cellent, and advantageous to Man, This 
Principle ſhould govern all the intelligent Cre- 
ation : Virtue and Religion is the Comple- 
ment of an happy Life, and the only im- 
mortal Thing that belongs to Mortality.
